It is useless to indulge’ 
in indignant demands as to how it got there; to ask whether it 
was by legal process or not. Only a dolt expects anything from 
the hyenas of capitalism but the most outrageous violence.

All 
its crimes afe covered with the hypocritical cloak of legality. | 

Perhaps these low prostitutes of Harvard, who conduct an 
institution for teaching the spawn of the capitalist class how to 
rob, murder and torture the working class are curious to learn 
whether the brain of a man with principles that are not for sale

Every act of the murderers of Massachusetts, who personify 
the vindictiveness of the whole capitalist class toward the work- 
ing class, increase the bitter, burning hatred in which intelligent 
workers hold the enemy class and its agents.

Wilbur's “100 Per Cent Increase” in Naval Armament. — 

Secretary of the navy Wilbur has denied that he gave out an 
interview stating that he would recommend to the coming session | 
of Congress “‘a 100 per cent increase” in the navy bujlding pro- | 
gram. Yet this statement was carried by all of the influential | 
Pacific coast papers and sent out by the press services. | 

It is probable that Wilbur simply spoke out of his turn and 
voiced the intentions of the militarists before a sufficient amount | 
ef preparatory publicity work had been done. 

The Wilbur statement undoubtedly embarrassed the Cool- 
idge administration which is still clinging formally to its economy | 
program and this is probably the reason for the hasty denial but | 
‘we can be sure that the sharpening of the rivalry between Britain | 
and America disclosed at Geneva will be utilized to the limit to| 
put over a huge naval program. | 

The more open spokesmen of imperialism are already speak- | 
ing joyously of the possibility of authorization for 40 more| 
cruisers At a minimum of $12,000,000 each this will involve the | 
tidy sum of $480,000,000. | 

The cost of world domination is tremendous but the imperi- 
alists are able to transfer it to the shoulders of the workers, 
farmers and the middle class. Both the capitalist parties: are 
committed to the war program of Wall Street, both are instru- 
ments of the war mongers and Secretary of the Navy Wilbur 
merely said what the leaders of both parties are thinking. 

Heavy taxation, militarization of the population, further ad- 
ventures abroad in conflict with other imperialist powers until a 
crisis arises making war inevitable—this is the future prospect 
for the American masses. 

A labor party based on a well organized and militant labor | 
movement is the best weapon for the struggles against this pro-' 
gram.

tions and open treachery of the so-called labor and liberal ele- 
ments who did as much to send the victimstof class vengeance to 
their deaths as did Fuller and his murder crew. , | ) é 

In the front ranks of those alleged spokesmen. of labor who 
serve the interests of the assassins of the working class must be 
placed the name of William Green, president of the American 
Federation of Labor, who refused to use his office to aid the two 
champions of the working class; those valiant Italian workers 
who without pay or any hope of reward except the approval of 


Ithe workers among whom they toiled, fought a. battle that Green 


and his ilk would shrink from fighting. Undoubtedly a word 
from Green would have resulted in nation-wide demonstrations 
that would have embraced not only the three million organized 
workers, but millions of wnorganized. The executive council of 


‘the American Federation of Labor had the power to stay the hand } 
of the executioner, yet it refused to use that power for the reason 


that its role is that of defender of the capitalist class and as- 
The manifesto of the 
Party points unerringly to the destiny of the corrupt labor bu- 
reaucracy as sinking ever lower in the service of capitalism as 
the class struggle sharpens. 


Closely akin to this venal bureacracy is the officialdom of 
the socialist party who resorted to the most pessimistic propa- 
ganda such as proposing a “day of mourning” instead of rallying 
the workers to a determined struggle. This sort of insipid prop- 
aganda became, in this case, positively murderous, as it tended 
to spread defeatism and despair among the ranks of the working 
class. , 


Certainly one of the greatest of all handicaps was the han- 
dling of the case by the liberal and anarchist elements who gained 
control of the Sacco and Vanzetti defense committee in Boston, 
and placed their hopes in legalistic juggling, while endeavoring at 
«ll cost to appear eminently “respectable.” 

The manifesto of the Workers (Communist) Party declares 
that the only hope of the workers is to rely upon their own mass 
power to combat the murderous conspiracies of the capitalist gov- 
ernments.

Keep Up the Sustaining Fund 


To those not actually taking part in the swift 
moving chain of events revolving around the burn- 
ing of Sacco and Vanzetti, it would be difficult to 
comprehend and correctly analyze the complete sig- 
nificance of the distorted and half-told stories which 
were blazoned in huge headlines in the capitalist 
press thru the nation. 

The kept press of Boston with few exceptions, has 
gone out of it’s way, since Gov. Fuller white-washed 
Thayer & Co., to whet the anpetities of its readers 
for the approaching execution by placing side by 
side pictures of the martyred workers and pictures 
of a juror’s house which was “mysteriously” bombed 
last week. 

Police terrorism was complete in every detail, 
their job being to vigorously suppress every voice, 
be it ever so meek, that was raised in protest against 
the carrying out of the last act in this tragic holo- 
caust. 

I was one of a group that comprised the second 
platoon of pickets in front of the State House. The 
sidewalk was literally swarmed with police both in 
“harness” and civilian clothes, while mounted police 
rode leisurely up and down the street. Hordes of 
newspaper reporters and camera-men made traffic 
difficult and the crowd which filled the north-west 
corher of Boston Common was rapidly growing: in 
size and was forced back to the center of the Com- 
mon by the police repeatedly. 

Our picket line was given the usual order to dis- 
perse, but being firm in the conviction that we were 
exercising’ our rights of peaceful persuasion as 
guaranteed by law, we continued to move along the 
curbing in an orderly, determined manner holding 
our placards high. 

A detail of reserves swung around the corner 
and were loudly applauded by a group of legion- 
naires, just leaving the State House after going 
thru some form of ceremonial hocus-pocus, and in 
a few seconds we were pounced upon and. rushed 
against a stone wall. The police were ordered by 
their superiors to “take a good look at these people, 
‘so you will know them when you see them again,” 
which was followed by the “grand march” to the 
Joy Street Station. Several times during the long 
walk to the jail we were cheered and applauded by 
sympathetic workers and liberals from Beacon Hill. 

The poble blue-coat who escorted me was of a 
questioning turn of mind. He inquired if I believed 
in god and on receiving an answer in the negative 
burst out: ““That’s what the trouble is with all you 
people, no respect for god’s laws and no respect 
for courts.” He suggested that I should read Pope 
Pious’ Encyclical and learn something. I agreed on 
condition that he familiarize himself with the writ- 
ings of Marx and Engels, as I believed as two mem- 
bers of the wage-earning class we should share 
our literary views. 

Once lined up in the station house we were search- 
ed and booked and I was relieved of my copy of 
The DAILY WORKER by an understrapper who 
barked out that “papers like that don’t belong in 
THIS country.” While being assigned to our cells 
we were given a rousing welcome by our fellow- 
workers of the first picket line. Some one raised 
his voice to the tune of “Solidarity Forever” and all 
hands responded with a vigor that made our filthy 
old cell-rooms ring. Meanwhile the women, par- 
ticularly those comrades of foreign birth, were 
herded in the guard-room where they were forced 
to put up with all sorts of insults and indignities 
from the cops. These girls were not to be bested, 
however, and when asked by the “brave officers” 
when they were going back to “Rooshia” they were 
quick to reply “When is the Boston police force 
going back to Ireland?” 

More and more pickets were brot in, each new 


group being given the same welcome cheers. When 
the cheering subsided the first question asked our 
newly arrived comrades was: “How many of you 
were taken in this time and how many more are 
waiting to go on the line?” 

Evidently the thundering challenge of our many 
voices chanting the “Internationale” was more than 
our hosts could endure for three cops walked to the 
end of the cell-corridor where they stopped fer a 
bit and then walked out grinning sheepishly. Our 
noses soon discovered the. meaning of their mys- 
terious mission when the sickening fumes of a “stink 
bomb” was wafted into our close, damp cells. By 
the way, this is a crime under Boston “law,” but 
after all weren’t we only workers? What difference? 
The ladies in the smoke-filled guard room were also 
given a taste of chivalry as practised by Bostons’ 
stink bomb-throwing guardians of law and order. 
Perhaps this was not enough, for. when several of 
the ladies. requested the privilege of using the 
toilet they were ushered into our cell room section 
and in plain “view of the male occupants of the cefls 
they were told to use the vile accommodations: of 
an empty cell where all the scum of the underworld 
are confined: .. EF a 

Later in the day Powers Hapgood arrived and was 
locked’ up in’ our section. After hastily . outlining 
the situation “outside” he joined us in singing and 
“cheering until he was suddenly taken from his cell 
and whisked away to the Psychopathic Hospital 
where he was held for some time incommunicado, 

Perhaps the most interesting part of our sdéjourn 
behind the bars was the sifting out of two strange 
“fellow-prisoners” who were suspected of being 
stool-pigeons. Just before the last line of pickets 
was brot in, a roll-call of each cell was suggested. 
Everyone was asked to give his cell-mates, his hame, 
address, occupation and reason for being on tHe 
picket line. All were able to give a satisfactory ac- 
count of himself excepting one stranger on each 
side of the jail. These two had been busy thruout 
the‘early part:of our “visit,” while our bail was being 
arranged, in asking all sorts of trick questions, etc., 
and had aroused suspicions. One of these fellows 
was found, J was told by one of the pickets, with a 
gun on his person and was later observed chatting 
with an officer before being assigned to one of the 
cells, which held from four to five prisoners. When 
he was asked point-blank by his cell-mates, why he 
was in Boston; he replied, “I was sent by a certain 
organization to do a certain thing.” What the or- 
ganization was and what the “certain thing” could 
have been is best answered by the fact that he was 
nowhere to be seen when the pickets were’ arraignd 
‘in court Tuesday morning. 

After being arrested for carrying a placard on- 
the Common, William Patterson, president of the 
American Negro Labor Congress, was told by the 
arresting officer that “this is the first I have seen 
a Nigger bastard who is a Communist.” Patterson 
was’ singled out by a mounted policeman who tried 
to ride him down, only the fact that he, (Patterson) 
dodged around a tree saved him from the sharp 
hoofs of the horse. After being released on bail 
Patterson took his place on the State House picket 
line and soon found his way into jail where once 
more he was the object of the vicious race-prejudice 
of thick-skulled police. 

These are only a few instances of some of the 
examples of rabid fascism prevailing in Boston, they 
are the facts which never see the light of day in 
the capitalist papers until given the “proper” angle 
by labor-hating editors. I have also tried to por- 
tray the splendid spirit of solidarity of the workers 
who carried on their unflinching protest in the face 
of the most ruthless repression known to Boston 
since the days of the Boston massacre.

Thou 
shalt not waste time by being unduly inquisitive in 
cases which arouse thy interest.” 

Our local magistrate, George F. Ewald, Fullerizes 
in Jefferson Market Court after sentencing Harold 
Wood, 32, 108 E. 14th St., to the workhouse for 
sixty days for merely distributing Sacco-Vanzetti 
literature: 

“There is too much of this going on in New York. 
There is no roonmr for you Reds here. I am only 
sorry that I cannot give you more time, but I un- 
derstand the warkhouse is congested.”

Approved police tactics as reported, not by us, 
but by the “World”: Immediately after the mourn- 
ing throngs in front of the Freiheit office learned 
that Vanzetti was dead, “The police began to run 
their motoreycles through the crowds and the pop- 
ping of exhausts drowned the weeping.” 

The same paper reports conduct following the af- 
ternoon meeting: “Although the mob contented ,it- 
self with passive resistence to the police (actually 
they ‘were unable to move any faster as police or- 
dered the entire meeting crowd to disperse down 
Union Square East) the latter were forced to use 


their horses and clubs freely to set the shouting and 
milling throngs in motion. Several were injured.”

The authority of the book-censoring Boston po- 
lice: The commitment of Powers Hapgood, arrested 
for organizing a “death watch” parade, to the Bos- 
ton Psychopathic Hospital for observation on the or- 
ders of a police captain reveals that “under the 
state laws a police officer can have a prisoner com- 
mitted to such an institution for a brief period of 
observation.”

Last Sunday, barely thirty hours before he 
was murdered in the Massachusetts eletcric 
chair, Bartolomeo Vanuizetti penned a letter to 
Nicola Sacco’s 14-year-old son, Dante: 

“Your father is one of the bravest men I ever 
knew,” he wrote to the boy who was seven years 
old when his father was framed and thrown into 
prison. In conclusion, he urged him to _join’in 
the movement “against the exploitation. of man 
by man.” 

The letter follows:

My Dear Dante: 


I still hope, and we will fight until the laste.

I write little of this because you are now and 
yet too young to understand these tifigs and other 
things of which I would like to reason with yew:

soon be put to death. 

I tell you now that all that I know of your father, 
he is not a criminal, but one of the bravest men I 
ever knew. Some day you will be able to understand 
what I am about to tell you, that your father has 
sacrificed everything dear and sacred to the human 
heart and soul for hés faith in liberty and justice 
for all. That day you will be proud of your father, 
and if you_come brave enough, you will take his 
place in the struggle between tyranny and liberty 
and you will vindicate his name and our blood: 

If we have to die now, you shall know, when you 
will be able to understand this tragedy in its fullest, 
how good and brave your mother has been with you. 
your father and I, during these eight years of 
struggle, sorrow, passion, anguish and agony. 

Even from now, you shall be good, brave, with 
your mother, with Inez and with Suzie—-brave, good 
Suzie—and do all you can to console and help them. 

I would like you to also remember me as a ¢om- 
rade and friend of your father’s, your mother and

Inez, Suzie and you, and I assure you that neither 
I have been a criminal, that I have committed no 
robbery and no murder, but only fought modestly 
to abolish crimes from among mankind and for the 
liberty of all. 

Remember, Dante, each one who will say other- 
wise of your father and I is a liar, insulting inno- 
cent dead. men who have been brave in their life. 
Remember and know also, Dante, that if your 
father and I would have been cowards and hypo- 
erites and rinnegators of our faith, we would not 


_ have been put to death. They would not even have 


convicted a lebbrous dog; not even executed a deadly 
po@soned scorpién on such evidence as that they 
framed against us. They would have given a new 
trial to a matricide and an habitual felon on the

we are not criminals; they convicted us on a frame-

executed after seven years four months and seven- 
teen days of unspeakable tah and wrongs, it 
isyfor what I have already t you; because we 
were for the poor and spatnst@he exploitation an 
oppression of the man by the man. 

The documents of our case, which you and other 
ones will collect and preserve, will prove to you 
that your father, your mother, Inez, my family and 
I have sacrificed by and to a state reason of the 
American plutocratic reaction. 

The day will come when you will ufderstand the 
atrocious sense of the above-written words, in all 
its fullness. Then you will honor us.

SHELLS CHINESE; - 
HRES.ON TOWNS 


More Fighting Around 
Nanking; Pei Deserts 


SHANGHAI, Aug. 26.—The Amer- 
ican navy again took a hand in the 
fighting. between the opposing Chi- 
nese forces on the Yangtse river be- 
tween Nanking and Chinkiang, it 
was learned here today upon the ar- 
rival of the U. S. destroyer Noa from 
Nanking. The Noa _ reported. that 
while convoying three British mer- 
chant ships from Nanking yesterday 
afternoon she “had been obliged to 
shell the northerners’ position for ten 
minutes.” Many of the shells fell in 
thickly populated villages along the 
river. 

Kill 300 Northerners. 

Three hundred northern troops are 
believed to have be:@. drowned or 
killed by rifle and machine gun fire 
near Nanking today when Nanking 
troops sank two troop laden boats in 
the Yangtse river. 

The northerners were making an 
attack against the Cantonese defend- 
ers of Nanking, meanwhile trying to 
force a passage of the river. A vio- 
lent cross fire from the northerners’ 
artillery and machine guns indicated 
that they intended to make another 
attempt to force their way over the 
river to storm the defences of Nank- 
ing. The Cantonese prepared to re- 
sist any fysh assaults to the utmost. 

Fighting Increases. 

Severe fighting between the north- 
ern and southern forces was reported 
from the Chinkiang region as well as 
from the Nanking sector. Chinkiang 
has been cut off from Nanking. 

Spies, operating from the northern 
army, cut the railway line near Ant- 
ing, 15 miles from Shanghai, prevent- 
ing the passage of troop trains and 
‘cutting off the retreat of the Nank- 
ingese from Chinkiang.

Someone must write a play about Sacco and Van- 
zetti. This is now one of our great proletarian 
legends—it is a perfect epic of the new America. 


I suggest Governor Fuller as the villain of the 
piece. Capitalism is the real villain, the impersonal 
profit machine,—Capitalism, punishing its two 
rebels. . : 

But on the stage one must have flesh and blood 
—not abstractions. Governor Fuller will do as a 
perfect symbol of capitalism in this great play yet 
to be written. 

It is the day of the execution. The morning sun 
glitters on the dirty gold dome of the State House 
in Boston. It is a hot stifling day, a day of swamp 
mists and heavy breathing. A hundred thousand 
clerks clatter meekly to work, sweating under their 
straw hats. The cops suffer in their blue woolen 
suits and choker collars. It’s a fine day for swim- 
ming, but the Governor comes to the State House 
at 10 o’clock. 

He greets the newspaper boys with his usual 
wholesome smile. They immediately write for the 
first editions: y 

“The Governor looked rested, as if he had had a 
good night’s sleep. His eyes were clear and friend- 
ly, his rosy face beamed. It’s a fire morning, isn’t 
it, he said to the newspapermen. I'll be here at my

He is a tall, handsome man, the Governor, with 
the strong face of a Roman senator.

He was once 2 trick bicycle rider, 
this Governor; then he owned a bicycle r2pair shop;

like himself. from trick bicycle rider to Governgr of 
Massachusetts. : 

He enters his office. Four hard-boiled looking 
men take chairs about him. They have the iron 
faces and gimlet eyes of detectives; but they are 
a litle higher than that in the social scala; trey are 
the Governor’s political advisers. 

They are here to help him do his duty, the duty 
for which he gave up a pleasant h@iday at the 
beach. All day delegations are to arrive, to plead 


with the Governor for the lives of Sacce and Van-

In the narrow crooked streets of Boston the mobs 
of worried clerks rush about their business. The 
caiecterias are crowded. Taxicals carve their way 
through the treffic. The cops sweat and worry. 
Everyone is tense. Buying and selling goes on as 
usual—nething must ever disturb this in America. 

But the newsboys cre shouting, in a chant like the 
chorus of a mad futurist play: 

“Sacco and Vanzectti Must Die, Must Die!” 

And everyone mutte?s, converses, comments, wor- 
ries. They agree that Sacco and Vanzetti must die 
—aren’t they Italians? aren’t they anarchists? But 
the clerks werry-——the city worries.

Governor Fuller doesn’t worry. He is genial as 
the delegations are ushered in. He takes the of- 
fensive. A liberal woman poet timidly tries to con- 
vince him that capital punishment is both wicked 
and inefficient. Tie puts her through a cool-smiling 
catechism. What does she know about criminals? 
What does she know about law? She flounders and 
stutters, and then retreats in tears. The Governor 
smile’ at his “political advisers”; they smile at him. 

A labor delegation from New York arrives. They 
are right wing leaders in the needle trades who re- 
fused to call a protest strike against the execution, 
believing that friendly words with the Goverror 
would be as effective. ; 

The Governor regards them with a smile of pleas- 
ure. Before even that word-hero Judge Panken or 
that A. F. of L. post Shiplacoff can utter a sound, 
Fuller has begun attacking them with questions. 
How do they know Sacco and Vanzetti were inno- 
ceft? How do they know Judge Thayer was preju- 
diced? Were they present at the trial? Do Z2hey 
live in Massachusetts? They try to put in a few 
fzeble arguments, but this irritates the Governor, 
so they desist. 

They do xz: wish to offend him—it may. prejudice 
him—they still believe there dre stirrings of mercy 
in the chill millionaire’s heart. 

Two clubwomen arrive from Newport, R. I., women 
with impertant husbands. They are pink liberals, 
and they think the poor Italians should be given an- 
other chance, or at least life imprisonment, and they 
have had tea and dinners with the Governor’s wife 
in the past, and they know Mr. Fuller is a good man. 
He listens to them, assures them politely he will 
ponder and pray over their fluttering words, and 
bows them out They are rather confused, but 
hopeful. 

* * * 

Whitefaced libera's with big names troop in all 
day. They have followed this case, and until the 
last minute will not believe the fair name of Amer- 
ica is to be sullied by the execution of Sacco and 
Vanzetti. They believe in the pure white abstraction 
they call “Justice.” They are sure one need only 
present the “facts” to the Governor. They believe 
in “reason.” They believe that there are no classes 
or class Wargin America, but that this case is sim- 
ply a miscarriage of “Justice.” 

Now they are bumping head first against the 
stone wall of the capitalist dictatorship and class 
justice. They are puzzled, alarmed, sickened by the 
Governor’s smooth determination. They repeat whole 
pages of the “Nation” and the “New Republic” at 
him. They utter the thousand and one phrases dear 
to liberalism, but the Governor sheds them like a 


duck’s back, and he politely teases the liberals. He’ 


is a realist, this governor; he is class-conscious, he 
despises liberals. But he is always polite. 

They stagger out into the street, their world 
shattered. Liberal. phrases do not soften a class- 
conscious Governor’s heart. They can’t understand 
it at all, And the Governor is smiling at his “ad- 
visets” and they are smiling at him, 

From every corner of the world thousands of tel- 
agrams poured in on the Governor. They were last- 
minute, desperate messages from mayors, congress- 
men, labor organizations, churches, writers, Jap- 
anese, French, Italian, American, African. A whole 
world was pleading for mercy to two innocent men. 
It was the biggest event in recent history—this 
first international protest on a labor issue. 

The telegrams~ arrived, but the newspapermen 
told their friends later something that they had not 
the courage to print, namely:— 

That These Telegrams Were Never Read! 

They were tossed into huge wastebaskets, and 
then taken away and burned by the janitor. They 
were on the floor, they were in the corners, they 
were cynically walked upon by the class-conscious 
Governor of Massachusetts—the electric-chair Govy- 
ermor.

The test of his humanity came when Mrs. Sacco 
and the sister of Vanzetti were ushered in. He 
listened to them long and. politely, but with a set 
face. He eatechised them, too, on the @rime, and 
pointed out various facts that had “convinced” him 
of the workers’ guilt. 

This was at nine o’clock in the evening. The two 
women were too sad and nerve-wracked to argue 
with the Governor. They repeated pitiful unan- 
swerable humiliating words; they asked for mercy. 

The Russian Soviets have granted mercy to thou- 
sands of White Guardists who threw bombs, who 
invaded the country, who burned villages and 
slaughtered babies and old men. When one’s enemy 
is no longer dangerous, one must be merciful. Revo- 
lutionsits are not sadists; revolutionists do not be+ 
lieve in murder; revolutionists kill only in defense 


of the .workers’ cause; revolutionists have a great. 


faith that some day there will be a red dawn on the 
world, and in the skies will be written the beautiful 
“word over all’: Reconciliation. 
But Governor Fuller was faintly annoyed at th 


two women, and would not discuss the matter f 
mercy. It is not a word in the legal books; is 
not a word in the lexicon of capitalism. 

He sent the women out in tears. “T am 


afraid I will have to go through with e" 
* * * 

There is a pious legend among the voter-boobs of 
Massachusetts that Governor Fuller “is a good 
man.” John Howard Lawson, in his satirical play, 
“Loud Speaker” strangely previsaged this by hay- 
ing his Babbitt hero run for governor on a platform 
with the single slogan: “Harry U. Collins Is a Good 
Man.” It sounds like a jokg, but in Massachusetts 
it is not a joke. Nearly everyone there believes 
that Governor Fuller is a good man, and that’s why 
they vote for him. 

It is a legend that has been carefully built up. 
Plumbers, paupers and poticemen of Boston will tell 
you with tears in their eyes how Governor Fuller 
has never accepted a cent of his salary since he has 
been Governor; how kind he is to his wife; how he 
loves his children; how genial he is to his workers; 
how democratically fond he is of poker and beer; 
what a firm churchman he is; how much he gives 
to charity every year. 

But this “good man” has for several years per- 
sisted in his determination that Sacco. and. Vanzetti 
must die. And he has whipped up a storm of news- 
paper prejudice against the men; he has schemed 
and plotted and framed careful publicity campaigns; 
he has followed his murder plan through like an 
expert criminal, he has slept on it month after 
month. 

His mind was made up years ago. His investiga- 
tion wa8 a piece of political sadism. He knew he 
would find the men guilty; but he called in witness 
after witness, and taunted them, and jeered at them. 
One woman witness for the defense, it is said, left 
in tears. The Governor had hinted that she was the 
paid mistress of one of the lawyers for Sacco and 
Vanzetti. 

On this last day Fuller enjéyed torturing the des- 
perate friends of Sacco and Vanzetti who came be- 
fore him. Someone who went to see him said the 
Governor was radiant; his “mental attitude was that 
of a rooster flapping its wings.” He really enjoyed 
this last day, when sobbing women came to him and 
knelt for mercy. 

At precisely midnight Francis Fisher Kane, for- 
mer Federal Distrcit Attorney in Pennsylvania, was 
in the Governor’s office. He was telling the Gov- 
ernor of the tactics of the Department of Justice 
and its agents provocateurs, a situation he knows 
from the inside. He begged the Governor to re- 
prieve Sacco and Vanzetti until this federal angle 
of the case had been cleared up, and the files show- 
ing the part the Department of Justice had played 
in the Sacco case examined. 

The Governor went on listening with his polite, 
satisfied smile. He pretended to be affected by 
these pleas, impressed by Mr. Kane’s logic. He 
promised he would take the matter under advise- 
ment. A humorous murderer he is, a Massachusetts 
wit, an electric chair clown! 

For when Mr. Kane came into the street, his 
heart beating with a wild, last-minute hopefulness 
as a result of the Governor’s friendly smile, he was 
startled by the shouting of the newsboys. 

They were shouting: 

“Saccq, Executed at 12.19.” 


The execution had been going on a few miles 
away in Charlestown, all during those minutes 
when the Governor was politely pretending to listen 
to Mr. Kane’s appeal. The Governor had known all 
the time that the juice was being released into the 
electric chair. The Governor had been baiting Mr, 
Kane. The Governor, that good man, had been havy- 
ing his last delightful thrill of sadism. 

Yes, Governor Fuller is a good man. Yes, Mas- 
sachusetts is a good state, and America is a good 
country. And all over the world there are millions 
who will never forget Sacco and Vanzetti, nor for- 
give the good people who murdered them.

Despite the fact that the history of the class 
struggle in America is filled with the brutality of 
the capitalist class, with violence and murder 
against individuals and masses of workers, there

This illusion affected not only the liberals and 
humanitarians in whose hearts “hope springs eter- 
nally,” but the petty-bourgeois socialists as well. 


evidence and so profound the protest that these 
people believed the Massachusetts Bourbons would 
not dare go through with the sentence. But these 
petty-bourgeois liberals, humanitarians and social- 
ists refuse to recognize the period in which we live 
—a period of sharp and decisive class struggle and 
of imperialist reaction. 


These people failed to aig in mobilizing the 
masses. of labor because they do not understand the 
position of American capitalism today and the 
transformation of America from a period of so- 
called “liberalism” and “democracy” to the stark 
reactionary country which it is today. The Ameri- 
can capitalist class has always been vengeful and 
despotic toward the workers.” Yet 1887 knew a 
Governor Altgeld who, still bearing the traditions 
of the pre-monopoly period, freed the remaining 
victims of the Haymarket outrage. The Fullers 
of today are the products of the monopoly period 
in which a despotic financial oligarchy rules with 
an iron hand over industry and government. It is 
this reactionary, imperialist oligarchy that mur- 
dered Sacco and Vanzetti. 


Justice under American imperialism today is the 
justice of a Mussolini that knows no law but force 
and no weapon but murder toward the working 
class. In the days of Altgeld, American capitalism 
still found use of fine phrases and democratic ges- 
tures to delude the American masses. But that 
epoch was drawn to a close with the imperialist 
war when the governor who expounded the “New 
Freedom,” Wilson, became the president who 
plunged America into the world slaughter, the au- 
thor of the treacherous League of Nations and the 
collaborator of the enslaving Versailles treaty. 


The Sacco-Vanzetti murder is the bloody seal that 
affirms .the period of imperialist domination of 
America—the period of capitalist reaction, the per- 
iod of raids and deportations against foreign-born 
workers, the period of imperialist war and decisive 
class struggles. This period: knows no more of the 


' America, an “asylum” for foreign-born workers. 


This is a period when America has become instead 
a huge penitentiary for all labor! What does this 
American imperialism care for the protest of in- 
ternational labor? It feels strong! Its treasuries 
are overflowing with the riches of the world. It 
feels and knows it is the banker to the world. With 


the execution of Sacco and Vanzetti it hurls a-chal- - 


fenge to the working class. As the Caesars of old 
crushed the protest of their slaves and confirmed 
their power by stringing the limbs of their victims 
along the Appian way that all might see and trem- 
ble, so the American Caesars crushed the bodies of 
Sacco and Vanzetti before the public gaze of mil- 
lions, that the huge masses of workers may see the 
brutal might of American capitalim and submit un- 
protestingly to its yoke. . 


This is the reactionary America that speaks: the 
language of the executioner. This is the America 
that keeps Mooney in jail, that hangs the Frank 
Littles, that, prepares conscription laws against for- 
eign-born labor, that prepares fresh attacks upon 
the wages and working conditions of American la- 
bor. This is the America that carried through the 
foul execution of Sacco and Vanzetti. Petty-bour- 
geois illusions regarding this America means par- 
alysis for the working class anfl in the end a be- 
trayal to the struggle for the defense against reac- 
tion—a bétrayal of the mobilization of the masses 
to crush the power of the capitalist class. 


In this struggle for the freedom of Sacco and 
Vanzetti, the socialist party and its allies, the Wolls 
and Greens, where they have not given direct as- 
sistance to these hgngmen (as in the case of Green 
and Woll), bave sewed illusions among the workers 
to expect merey from these executioners of the 
capitalist class. American labor must learn its 
lesson. Unceasing class struggle! Only power, only 
might, only the full strength of the working class 
expressed in mighty industrial unions, in a powerful 
labor party, in revolutionary leadership of the labor 
movement by the Communist Party that had no 
illusions and has no illusions regarding the class 
enemies of the working class, can prevent future 
Sacco and Vanzetti cases. Away with the illusions 
of the cowardly petty-bourgeois socialists. On with 
a determined, unflinching struggle against capital- 
ist masters—the executioners of our martyrs, Sacco

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ONDAY at midnight they were murdered. The 

working class was not strong enough to stop it. 
Our shame, our grief and our indignation are fused 
in a universal desire to avenge their death. But 
how shall we do it? . 

1. INDIVIDUAL VENGEANCE IS IMPOTENT. 
Certain individualists who see society and its pro- 
cesses only as the work of good individuals and bad 
individuals have tried to concentrate their hatred 
upon Fuller or Thayer or Katzmann. They are 
hateful, contemptible, despicable creatures. Some 
day, when the working class has won power in 
America, our tribunals will call them to account for 
the murder of our comrades. But today the execu- 


tion of individual vengeance upon them would not_ 


move the working class one step forward, would 


not weaken the frame-up system one iota—would: 


rather strengthen it in the wave of’ reaction that 
would follow. There are a thousand Thayers on a 
thousand judicial benches, a thousand Katzmanns 
functioning as district attorneys. If we were to 
execute qne of them thru individual action it would 
only serve to delude our class into forgetting the 
frame-up system, into believing that Sacco and 
Vanzetti have been avenged, into forgetting the real 
culprit, the capitalist system and the capitalist con- 
trol of government. Remove Thayer or Fuller,or 


Katzmann from the scene and the system that cre- - 


ated them and placed them in positions of power 
over the lives and destinies of their fellow men would 
create fresh tyrants to take their places. Judge Gary 
died last week but the steel trust continues to coin 
the sweat and the blood of workers into solid gold, 
If every individual directly connected with the Sacco- 
Vanzetti frame-up localfy and nationally were to die 
tomorrow, the frame-up system would remain un- 
shaken. 

2. WORKERS CAN EXPECT NO JUSTICE IN 
THE CAPITALIST COURTS. If we-think it is 
only because the judge happened to be Webster 
Thayer that Sacco and Vanzetti have been murder- 
ed, then we have learned nothing from our bitter 
‘experience. But there is a lesson that every worker 
must learn. It is taught by the Mooney case, it is 
taught by the Centralia case, it is tauxht by the 
Anita Whitney case, it is taught by the MiX Wagon 
Drivers’ case and the Stone-cutter’s case, it was 
taught by the Haymarket case, it is taught by every 
injunction, every verdict of guilty against a picket, 
every violation of free speech, press or assemblage 
rights. That these dead comrades of ours shall not 
have died in vain, every worker in our land must 
be made to understand it. “Workers can expect no 
' justice from the capitalist courts.” 

8. OUR GOVERNMENT IS SO CONSTRUCTED 
AS TO THWART THE POPULAR WILL. The 
Declaration of Independence speaks of a “decent 
respect for the opinions of mankind.” Mankind thru- 


out the world voiced the opinion that these two ~ 


men were innocent and must at least get a fair 
trial. But all agencies-of government involved show- 
ed an indecent contempt for the opinions of man- 
kind. And they also showed contempt for the opin- 
ions and will of the American people. The dis- 
tinguished “progressive” Senator Borah even thot 
it would be “cowardly” to yield to popular demand. 
Yet judges and senators and governors are sup- 
posed to be “public servants” and express the will 
of the people. But our government is so constructed 
that the very opposite is true. Setting agide the 
fact that wealth controls press and pulpit and school, 
the big political parties, individdal politicians, ap- 
pointments, nominations and elections, courts, exe- 
cutives and legislatures—considering the question 
purely from the standpoint of abstract democracy, 
—it is evident that. our government with its system 
of checks and balances, of judicial legislation and 
contempt proceedings, of precedent, of “independent” 
judiciary, of growing executive power, of appoint- 
ment, of two-party system, etc., etc. is not respon- 
sive to popular will. Now Senator Borah the “pro- 
gressive” makes a boast of this fact. 

4. OUR RULING CLASS WILL NOT GIVE UP 
ITS POWER WITHOUT A STRUGGLE. Socialists 
and liberals have tried to promote the illusion that: 
America is “different.” Altho history shows no 
single instance of a ruling class that has relin- 
quished its power and privilges without a. strug 
gle, America is supposed to be a democracy respon- 
sive to popular will where a majority opinion will 
be sufficient to destroy the capitalist system and 
institute a better social order by just voting it in. 
The American master class is supposed to be ready 
to give up its privilges without a struggle. The 
murder of Saceo and Vanzetti, proves the opposite. 
Every frame-up case, every strike, every injunction, 
every use of police or troops in strikes, proves the 
opposite. When steel. workers fight for an eight- 
hour day—-not to abolish capitalism but just to live 
a little more decently under it—thg troops are called 
out. When miners fight for steady employment or 
a living wage—-not challenging the system but fight- 
ing for a small additional share of the wealth they 
produce—barbed wire and machine guns are set 
up, mine guards and militia called out, meetings 
broken up, speeches forbidden. pickets slaughtered, 
- leaders arrested and local unions smashed by force. 
If the American ruling class uses all the power of 
wealth and government, of courts and armed force 
against a mere fight for a living wage—-to what 
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lengths will it not go against the workers if they 
attempt to abolish the capitalist system? Any one 
who cannot see the character of the Américan rul- 
ing class and its use of government must be blind 
indeed. American labor history is full of bloody 
pages and it has not yet challenged the capitalist 
system in serious combat. The Colorgdo massacre, 
Centralia, Homestead, McKeesport, Gary, West Vir- 
ginia, Lawrence, Ludlow, Lowell, San Pedro, Ever- 
ett, Butte, Calumet—to name any industrial cen- 
ter is to call up visions of a bloody battle in which 
workers were attacked by armed force not for 
challenging the capitalist system but merely for 
asking for the right to organize or to receive some- 
thing approximating a living wage. Our ruling class 
is more arrogant and more brutal than most and 
will never surrender its privilege and power with- 
out a struggle. 


5. WHILE USING EVERY LEGAL RECOURSE 
WE MUST BUILD UP A MASS MOVEMENT FOR 
WORKERS’ DEFENSE. Our admiration for the 
devotion and self-sacrifice of the men and women 
who made up the Sacco-Vanzetti Defense Commit- 
tee of Boston must not be permitted to blind us to 
one fatal and fundamental mistake that they made 
in their conduct of the case. We must draw all the 
lessons so that such tragedies will be combatted 
more effectually and prevented in the future. That 
mistake was a too great and exclusive dependence 
upon the legal processes of the courts and a de- 
liberate effort at discouraging démonstrations and 
mass protests in America. They had seven years 
in which to build up a powerful mass movement 
which would have terrified the Massachusetts of- 
ficials and their masters and stayed the hand of 
the executioner. They did not sufficiently under- 
stand the class mechanism involved, did not see 
the lesson of the Mooney case, the Centralia case 
and a thousand other frame-ups. They confidently 
eounted upon an abstract ¢lassless “justice” and 
nourished too many illusions in the legal processes 
of the capitalist courts. They kept the workers be- 
living that the courts would give justice, that the 
governor would give justice. For seven years when 
they might have been building a powerful mass 
movement,to. save Sacco and Vanzetti they discour- 
aged the building of such a movement. Only after 
Fuller’s decision a few weeks ago, did they perceive 
their mistake (or rather exhaust their illusions) 
when it was already too late and only a few weeks 
remained to build up a mass movement to arouse 
the om goes eae and save our two comrades. It is 
correct to use exhaust every legal process that 
capitalist proceedure all be

IS NEEDED. The Sacco-Vanzetti case is not an 
isolated one. Acts of injustice, arrests for labor 
activity, frame-ups, occur in every strike and in 
every struggle.

That Sacco and Vanzetti shall not have died in 
vain, we must organize the unorganized,*uniie the 
warring unions, strengthen the labor movement, 
make it all inelusive of every tendency, develop its 
militancy and figthing spirit, eliminate its corrupt 
bureaucracy that shows no militancy in fighting 
capitalism but much militancy in fighting against 
militant workers. 


8. THE SOCIALIST PARTY BY FIGHTING 
UNITED FRONTS IS WEAKENING THE LABOR 
MOVEMENT AND SERVING CAPITALISM. The 
biggest demonstrations for Sacco and Vanzetti were 
held in New York in Union Square. In these demon- 
strations the International Sacco-Vanzetti Defense 
Committee, the Emergency Sacco-Vanzetti Defense 
Committee, the International Labor Defen the 
I. W. W., the Workers Party, various trade ons 
and other labor organizations united. The socialist 
party refused to join in the demonstfations. A 
strike was called for August 22nd, the day set for 
the execution. The socialist party condemned the 


. strike and instructed its adherents not to participate. 


Business agents of the Amalgamated Clothing Work- 
ers under socialist control instructed bosses in var- 
ious shops to fire any worker going out on strike. 
When the. Workers Party wrote a letter to the so- 
cialist party saying: “However great our differences 
may be we must set them aside and unite our 
forces in this hour of need.” August Claessens 
threw the letter on the floor in the presence of the 
messenger who gave it to him. Thus the socialist 
party did its share to weaken the movement to save 
Sacco and Vanzetti and to perpetuate division and 
dissension in the labor movement. Notable excep- 
tion must be wade in the case of Alfred Baker 
Lewis in Boston who was actively engaged in united 
front activities with Communists, anarchists and

He did 
valiant work in the defense and we marched to- 
gether on the picket line, went to jail together, 
united our forces in a common effort to make the 
Boston strike successful, ete. Some day men like 
Alfred Baker Lewis and Upton Sinclair and others 
who believe in labor unity not labor division and 
in fighting capitalism not Communism will realize 
that the socialist party officialdom believes other- 
wise, that it cannot be removed, that it uses the 
Baker ‘Lewises and Sinclairs as fig leaves to cover 
its reactionary nakedness and they will break with 
the party which serves capitalism by dividing and 
weakening the labor movement. 


9. “PROGRESSIVE” CAPITALIST POLI- 
TICIANS PROP UP THE CAPITALIST SYSTEM 
IN TIME OF CRISIS. Brandeis’s refusal to inter- 
vene on the silly pretext that he had “personal rela- 
tions with people interested in the case” and Bor- 
ah’s shameful declaration that no self-respecting 
government would yield to “the opinion of mankind” 
or demonstrations of popular will—are outstanding 
evidences of the fact that the so-called progressives 
are props of capitalism who in time of crisis find 
“progressive” justifications for reactionary acts. 


10. WE MUST BUILD A LABOR PARTY AND 
FIGHT FOR A WORKERS’ AND FARMERS’ GOV- 
ERNMENT. The necessity for labor to unite its 
forces politically, clean out the agents of the capi- 
talist political parties from leadership in its own 
ranks, and sweep the boss-controlled judges, legis- 
lators and executives cht of power is an obvious 
lesson from the Sacco-Vanzetti case. 


11. WE MUST FIGHT FOR THE ABOLITION 
OF THE CAPITALIST SYSTEM. It is not merely 
a Thayer or a Fuller or a Katzmann but the sys- 
tem that breeds Thayers and Fullers and Katzmanns, 
that exploits workers and persecutes them for ac- 
tivity on behalf of their class—it is the capitalist 
system that has murdered our two comrades. 


12. THE WORKERS’ MOVEMENT CANNOT 
BE PESTROYED BY TERROR. History is on our 
side in the class struggle. All the forces of social 
development lead to the strengthening and ultimate 
triumph of our movement. An act of class brutality 
and terror, such as the murder of Sacco and Van- 
zetti, in place of frightening the workers into 
desertion of our movement has the opposite result. 
It arouses and. awakens countless fersh hosts of 
workers. The murder of Sacco and Vanzetti has 
disillusioned millions of workers with the capitalist 
courts, has stirred up their miltancy, driven them to 
the left, put them in a fighting mood. It has weak- 
ened the ruling class by unmasking it. It has 
strengthened international proletarian solidarity by 
teaching the workers of Europe, Asia, Africa, Aus- 
tralia and North and South America to act together 
in a common cause. It has brought new sympathy 
and support to the labor movement from inteHec- 
tuals still under the sway of belief in capitalism 
and its institutions. Those who already sympathized 
have become more actively sympathetic. The Hey- 
wood Brouns and Edna Saint Vincent Millays, the 
Lawsons and Dos Passos and’ innumerable other 
writers and artists have been brought closer to the 
workers’ movement, had their sympathy aroused 
and some breath of our struggle and our cause must 
necessarily pass into their writings, serving to un- 
dermine capitalism ideologically and prepare the 
way for a better social order. Sacco and Vanzetti 
fought for the organization of certain unorganized 
workers and against capitalism. A little handful 
of workers followed them and knew of them. Today 
they have been made into martyrs and heroes and 
millions follow them into a struggle for the or- 
ganization of the unorganized and against the capi- 
talist system. In life their voice reached only hand- 
fuls. In death their voice is heard round the world. 
Sacco and Vanzetti are taking their own vengeance. 


' That which was weak in them has perished. That 


which was strong has been magnified into a power- 
ful force that makes the mighty tremble in their 
places of power. Ours is the task of keeping alive 
the memory of their struggles and sufferings, their 
heroism and their martyrdom. Of carrying on the 
eause of labor for which they died, of organizing 
the unorzanized workers, of unifying labor’s forces, 
of putting an end to the frame-up system. Of abol- 
ishing capitalist justice, capitalist control of courts 
and governors, of abolishing the system whose ene- 
my and whose victim they were.

their execution. Great mass strikes, militant 
demonstrations of all kinds were all that could have 
saved Sacco and Vanzetti. “ But these labor lieu- 
tentants would have none of such movements. They 
blocked every effort at regl strugg'e against the 
executioners of our comrades. Their long course 
of treachery was climaxed in their last minute 
statements admitting the guilt of Sacco and Van- 
zetti (statements of A. F. of L., Chicago Federation 
of Labor, etc.) and asking that their sentence be 
commuted to life imprisonment.

Sacco and Vanzetti were placed in jail in 1920 
in consequence of the Bolshevik revolution in Russia. 
Sacco and Vanzetti were murdered in 1927 in con- 
sequence of the peasant and workers revolution in 
China. American capitalism’ says to the American 
workers, “Beware!. If you are influenced by revo- 
lutionary ideas, you will have many Saccos and 
Vanzettis.” American imperialism says to the im- 
perialists of the world, “Look up to me! The thing 
you are afraid to do at home I do before the eyes 
of the whole world. Follaw my example!” 


American imperialism is a leader of world im- 
perialism. (The world rulers are envious of their 
American brethren, though ostensibly protesting 
against the murder of Sacco and Vanzetti—in the 
interests of national rivalry!) American imperial- 
ism has more means to bribe the Socialists and the 
union leaders who, at the crucial moment, came to 
its aid by rejecting the general strike, and by a 
weak-kneed demeanor. But the tens of thousands
